|copy of the ‘San Francisco Ex- 
aminer” with a tull description of 
the Exposition, which$gives con- 
siderable prominence to Canada’s 
fine building. ‘The description 
of Great Britain's exhibitis, how- 
ever, as follows: 

“Great Britain's exhibits met 
with all the vicissitudes of war 
but came outtriumphant. With 
all her shipping tied up, it look- 
ed for a time as if the British 
exhibit would be limited in nat- 
ure, The United States govern- 
ment, however, came to the as- 
sistance «fthat nation, It placed 
at her disposal! the collier ex 
with the result that the British 
exhibit, though long delayed in 
transit, is an actuality.” 

The Examiner is a Hearst 
publication, which perhaps ac- 
counts for this, but a more rid- 
iculous mis-statement has hardly 
ever been penned, The British 
flag flies over one-half of the 
shipping tonnage of the whole 
world, and every Kritish ship is 
doing business as usual, with the 
exception of a small proportion 
employed by thé Admiralty for 
transporting troops, ete. Dur- 
ing the hrst eight days of the so- 
called blockade instituted by 
Germany over 1300 vessels ar- 
rived atand saied from British) 
ports. In these eight days eight 
were sunk, five British and three 
neutral. The shipping tied up 
belongs to Germany, Austria, and | 
Turkey, and there ts not a merch- 
ant vessel of these three couhtries 
sailing the high seas, It would 
bea blue look-out for the United 
|States if the British merchant 
| marine was ‘‘tied up.”

Threshers Wage Case 


On Saturday Justices of the Peace 
Messrs Lambert and Vickery, pro- 
bably spent more time over a case 
than ever before. They sat in the 
R.N.W.M.P. barracks from 11 till 
1, adjourned an hour, resumed at 
2. and did not finish till 4, 

The case before them had refer- 
ence toa master and servant dis- 
pute and was brought under the 
ordinance of the N.W. Territories, 
whereby Mr Thomas Jennings 
claimed from Mr C. C. North, both 
of Strathmore, and both well known 
residents, the sum of $61.30 bal- 
ance of wages which the defendent 
refused to pay to the plaintiff. 

Mr T. M. Wears, Barrister, ap- 
peared for the plaintiff and Mr John 
J. Petrie, Barrister, appeared for 
the defendent, Throughout the 
hearing of the case there was a 
large audience, 

It appeared from the evidence 
that fee some seasons past Mr 
Jennings had had full charge of a 
threshing outfit belonging to Mr 
North, and that for the fall of 1913 
Mr Jennings was paid during the 
days he threshed $14 per day, out 
of which he paid an assistant $4, 
leaving to himself a sum of $10 per 
day. It was shewn in evidence 
that before commencing threshing 
operations for last season no bar- 
gain was made as to the rate of 
Mr Jenning’s renumeration, conse- 
quently it fell to the Magistrates to 
say what was fair and reasonable. 
Mr Jennings not having to supply or 
pay an assistant for the past season 
was claiming on a basis of S10 for 
every dav he was actually working 
during threshing time 

After hearing plaintiff and his 
only witness and defendant who 
produced half a dozen witness, and 
after Counsel had addressed 
the court, the Magistrates decided 
that Mr North pay Mr Jenn- 
ings the sum of $41.30 and

Weds Girl and De- 
frauds Her Father 


WM. FERGUS, ONCE OF 
STRATHMORE, GETS 
THREE YEARS 


William Edward Fergus was 
sentensed on Thurday by Judge 
Ouseley.at Moose Jaw to three 


yearsin Prince Albert on a charge 
of obtaining the transfer of valuable 
farm land with intent to defraud, 
In passing sentence Judge Ousley 
made one of the most stinging in- 
dictments that has ever been heard 
in a local courtroom, 

Fergus was employed by an 
elderly farmer named McLaren at 


Caron last August, and three 
mounths later was married to 
McLaren's daughter. Evidence 


Was brought to show that the ac- 
cused married the daughter as part 
of a cold blooded plan to cheat the} 
old man out of his land, Fergus 
posed as a director of the Bank of 
North Dakota and issued a cheque 
to McLaren on the Strathmore 
branch of the Union Bank tor $a, 
ooo, which he ordered to be can- 
celled before McLaren could present 
it and in the meantime sold the 
farm for $6000 

Fergus was inthe employ of Dr 
Giffin, of Strathmore, in the fall of 
1913, and informed the Dr that his 
father was the owner of a big 
Percheron Ranch in the States 
After leaving Dr Giffin he bought a 
threshing outfit from a Calgary 
man and operated it in the district 
south of town, and later abandoned 
it without making any payments. 
He also placed an order for an auto- 
mobile from the local Ford agent 
and for a threshing machine from 
Mr F, T. McElhoes, without how- 
ever taking delivery of either. 
Another deal of his was for a section 
ot land cear town, and this also fell 
through for want of the necessary 
cash, 

In the present case 
Union Bank manager, Mr 
Tighem, received a wire from 
Fergus to cancel the cheque. That 
was the first intimation he received, 
as the wire came in ahead of the 
cheque. Fergus had no funds in 
the Bank to meet the cheque, 
and Mr Van Tighem wrote the

Ottewell, of the University of Al- 
berta, in the Methodist Church on 
Tuesday evening.

THE C.P.R. IRRIGATION 
SCHEME 

Those delegates to the United 
Farmers of Alberta convention 
who came from the C.P.R. trri- 
gation block between Calgary 
and Medicine Hat put up so 
strong a kick against the treat- 
ment being given them they 
captured the convention and pas- 
sed their resolution unanimously. 

In our report of the convention 
proceedings, we outline fairly 
fully just whatis the complaint 
made by these settlers. 

The suce-ssful use of irrigation 
in any district is dependent on at 
least five considerations: 

1, Character of soil 

2. Character of water sup- 

plied 

3. Amount of rainfall 

4. Certainty of crops maturing 

5. Satisfactory markets tor 
crops needing intensive culture, 

As to the soil, the one thing 

most imperative is that there 
shall be adequate under drainage. 
Irrigation over a hardpan is 
doomed to failure. Tne appli- 
cation of water by irrigation is 
altogether different from the ap- 
plication of water by rainfall, 
Inthe latter case the water falls 
evenly and usually in quantities 
insufficient to fill the soil, In ir- 
rigation, the water reaches any 
one pointin the field only after 
flowing over all the soil between 
that point and the ditch or flume 
Theretore, if the field isin a state 
of loose cultivation, all the inter- 
stices in the soil over which the 
water passes are filled to the limit 
yefore the stream reaches across 
the field. In other words, while 
a wetting from the clouds may be 
only a “sprinkle” and yet moist- 
en every part of the field, a wet- 
ting by irrigation must be a 
“soaker” in order to cover the 
area of the same field. 

This necessity of soaking the 
soil, with always the chance of a 
natural rain succeeding the artificial 
watering, makes it imperative that 
the soil have good percolating PXp- 
perties. Most crop plants cannot 
thrive in a water logged soil; in or- 
der that they may have air about 
their roots, the surplus or tree 
moisture must drain away. Thus 
the best irrigation soils are those 
with areceptive substratum, Some 
of the U.F.A. delegates claim that 
there 1s a gumbo subsoil in their loc- 
alities and that the retention of the 
water near the surface sours the 
soli 

In one other important respect 
the porosity of the subsoil in an ir- 
irrgated block is important. It 
there is any alkali in the soil, and 
the escape of surplus moisture 
is by surface evaporation rather 
than by percolation, the destructive 
salts are certain to rise into the sur- 
tace Jayer of soil and corrode and 
kill plant lite. It is due to this 
process rather than to the especial 
intensity of alkali salts in the areas 
that many places are known as alkali 
flats. Irrigation with pure soft 
water overa ready and open subsoil 
will free land of alkali by washing 
it down aud eway—indeed this very 
method is used to bring alkali soil 
into use in some parts of the world 

but in irrigation of a similar soil 
over a haidpan, where the escape of 
surplus water is by evaporation, is 
always ruingus. 

As to point two-—the character of 
water supplied we are not aware 
that the farmers about Strathmore 
or Gleichen have any complaiat. 

As to point three imounrt of 
rainfall—it may be observed that 
vhere the raintall is adequate or 
almost so irrigation may do more 
sdiarm than good We do not agree 
with the Strathmore and Gleichen 
farmers who say that fifteen inches 
of rain fall is adequate for cerea 
growing, as the heaviest crop yields 
the world over growin the countries 
with heevier precipitation than this; 
but we do believe that the lighter 
amount of moisture will give a de- 
cidedly more glutinous nature of ker- 
nel than where large amounts of 
water are available to the plant 

As to point four, we feel pretty 
nearly certsin that the farmers are 


correct and the C.P.R. wrong. — Ir- 
ivauon Means more moisture in the 
land.

tudes of mid-Alberta, where the race 
between King Frost and the seas- 
on’s crops is much more evenly 
matched, the irrigation of a field 
may mean its ruination. This of 
course applies especially to cereals 
and is one reason why alfalfa, sugar 
beets and ‘tmixed farming” crops 
are more frequently advised for 
growth in the block named. As to 
the practicability of growing altalta 
and similar crops there under irriga- 
tion, we do not profess to hold any 
settled convictions, but as to the 
practicability of irrigating cereal 
crops, we are well satisfied that the 
outcome generally will be as the 
pretesting farmers ot the area state. 
An old time Albertan ten years ago 
put it this way to the writer:— 
“When they give that country a 
new climate it- will be a much safer 
irrigation area.” 

The fifth point, though it has 
come very little into the controversy, 
is very important. Irrigation farm- 
ing is essentially intensive farming. 
The area over which any man can 
profitably distribute his labor is 
small. Thus he must raise many 
dollars worth to the acre. If the 
irrigated area is considerable, the 
markets tor the products must be 
easily reached and extensive in their 
demands. On this score alone ir- 
rigation close to a great market 
may be a success while i: would be 
a failure in some other location. 

The protesting farmers of tue 
C.P.R. irrigation block claim that 
the whole C.P.R. irsigation project 
has been a mistake and that the i 
rigation tax imposed by the com 
pany should be cancelled. They 
have fought a discouraging fight 
It is our opinion that the Depart 
ment of the Interior at Ottawa, cen- 
sured in the resoluticn passed a 
Edmonton as “playing” with th 
question, should thoroughly anc 
incisively review the whole matte 
and if it is found that the irrigation 
project there is ill advised—and we 
feel pretty certain it will—it shoul 
use its influence to deliver from the 
unjust burden of an irrigation tax 
those farmers who through the join 
mistake of the C.P,R. and them 
selves have become involved in a 
hopeless and unprofitable undertak 
ing.

Prospects for Spring 
Farm Work 


WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The past winter has been one of the 
steadiest that has been experienced 
in Western Canada for a good 
number of years. For- the past 
three months the snow has net left 
the ground, and though there have 
been slight thaws they have not 
been suffcient to prevent sleighing, 
whith has been continuous from 
November till the present date. 

While steady, the winter has not 
been extremely cold, and the lowest 
point touched this season has been 
twenty-six below, and that on only 
one occasion, There has been very 
little zero weather. 

The snowfall this winter has been 
the heaviest experienced for a num- 
ber of years, and the heavy snow- 
tall in October, almost two feet, put 
a lot of moisture in the soil, none of 
which has evaporated. This puts 
the ground into fine condition for 
this year’s crop 

The only complaint against 
the weather is that it has made it 
hard tor horses and cattle to pasture 
and consequently there has been a 
great demad for feed. The spec- 
tacle of burning strawstacks, which 
has been a common one in former 
years has been entirely absent this 
year, andintact stacks several years 
old ace being used up, while oat 
straw is worth five anda half dollars 
per ton delivered at the present 
time. The big demand for straw is 
also practically accounted for by the 
high prices of oats and barley 
caused by the heavy war export de 
mand 

Some of the large stockmen are 
running sbort on teed, and a litt- 
ing of the snow within the next 
week or so will be very welcome 

Prospects are for a largely in- 
creased acreage in the district this 
year. The amount of summer- 
fallow is greatér than ever before 
and with a fairly eariy spring there 
will be a great deal of breaking 
done. The prospect of a good 
price for grain this fall accounts for 
a great deal of the activity, and the 
fact that business is slack in all 
other lines accounts tor more atten- 
tion being paid to the land, which in 
tact, is where attention should be 
paid, if Canada is to remain finan- 
cially sound, The fact that present 
prospects are bright for a good crop 
is also a strong incentive. 


GRAIN MAY BE FURNISHED 
BY GOVERNMENT 
The Government is taking steps 
to assist farmers who are unable to 
purchase seed grain, and they are 
already making delivery in certain 
districts. 

We had received a_ lettergram 
trom the C.P.R. Office in Winnipeg 
stating that there has been a mls- 
taken idea abroad thatthe C.P.R. is 
turnishing seed to settlers. This
